"Or. the other har.d. the fitrhtmF 
McGill e lever, twice were within scor- 
ing distance but when the Green de- 
fense held on the ri— yard and 5-yard 
lines, the C^.-.s-dians were forced to try 
for field coaif. The :13e?a.l tactics used 
by i!cG:'". were so frequent that tinte 
after time Captain Ejertniaa dedtned 
the Tenait:*-*. 

"ilcGill tried hi_-d ir.i fourht until 
the fir.al whine Wew_ hut the frweep- 
inr Dartmouth interference burted the 
visitorE. The Green m&de -Î3 first downs 
to 5 fcr McGill and only once was 
Dii--tn5orth forced to punt. The punt 
rett-'j-ed in a touchdown for Coach 
HawieY's eleven Trhen she McGill 
quarterback fumbled the hail and Tuliy 
recovered on the 15 -yard JiDe. Two 
piajs p-jt the b£ll over for the Green. 

"Oberlander continued his stellar 
playing for the Green in hi» new 
liaCiiie'd position. Behind strong in- 
terferance ar.d with hit improved abil- 
ity to .shift in an open field, Oberland- 
er made approximately 160 yards for 
the Green while :n the çttne. He also 
completed a pass for a 20-yard gain, 
and *-as on the throwing end of two 
patseE which were good for 46 and 25 
yards. 

•The Green')! passing ga«>'.. barred 
under Canadian rules, worked "i'wesK- 
fijliy ajtatntt McGill, although Oart- 
inouth did not over- work tiiis style of 
play. U)'jrYjBia.n received the longest 
pass of the gwiie for <0 yards, while 
J>ooky twored on a spectacular catch 
that he threw down r jn his finger tips 
when the past appeared iseveral feet 
beyond hit! rea/.h. 

".Dartmouth rolled up 1? points in 
the first ten Minutes of play. JJJork- 
j/ian kickd off and Utile returned the 
kick to Wovley in mid-field. Bight 
• jjlunge by Hull and Oberlander scored 
the first touchdown. Dartmouth kick- 
ed off ifjd Hughes ran the ball back 
to the U.ytr/i Une where a fuwbje on 
the next u uy Ka . vfc thfi e> reeH lh(J , /aJ , 
and Dartmouth scored in four plays.

"Oberlander scored his second touch, 
down in the opening minutes of the 
next period when the Green launched 
a drive from mid-field. Coach Hn.wlcy 
substituted the second team and McGill 
had the ball on the offense for the most 
part of this period. The Hod and White 
opened up with a lateral and forward 
pas attack which Team 1? was un- 
able to check until Little's drop-kick 
from the 25-yard line went wide of the 
(real posts. 

'•Dartmouth was on the offense prac- 
tically the entire third period. A punt 
was blocked an,) recovered by Parker 
placing; Dartmouth In scoring position 
on the 15-yard line, Leavitl went over 
on the second play. Dartmouth re- 
ceived and a drive from its .10-yard 
hr.e culminated In a touchdown by 
Robinson . 

•McGill could not halt the Dartmouth 
offense until i»n more touchdowns 
• had been made in the fourth quarter 
Both times the Green received the 
kick-off and ploughed down the field 
for scores. McGill chose to receive 
and started its lateral and forward 
passing again, this time reaching 
Dartmouth's 5-yard line where a second 
drop-kick wa; attempted on the fourth 
cow n . Th. game ended two minutes 
later."

Sir John .Miller president of the 
Quebec Lawn Tenn'ls Aaaocat ton. him 
kindly consented to act us umpire. 

Owing to the fact tlhat the seating 
capacity at the courts is somewhat 
limited admission will be gn'.nrxl only 
by showing a membership caj-il of the 
Tennis Club. Those Who are not 
inPnibers of the Club will pay twenty- 
five cents for entrance. 

Crocker and AVrlght have wbn 
place? in the hall of fame as Canadian 
Davis Cup players nnd na doubles 
champions of the Dominion. Roth 
have represented McGtll in the Inter 
collegiate contests for several years, 
and are chiefly responsible for the 
admitted pupertorlty of McGM over 
the other colleges in tennis, tho red 
and white having held. the tenni* 
championship for the last four yearn 
In succession. 

The competition this year in the 
college tournament tios been unusually 
keen, and characterized by stubborn 
opposition in tho part of a.ll cor. 
testants. It was not until Crocker had 
been forced to the limit that he won 
from Leslie in the semi-t'inals. The 
Vaughan Cup emblematic of the Mc- 
Gill Tennis Championship will be 
awarded to the winner.

Doth the Business School nnd the 
Pino Arts funds have, been practically 
completed, but the rerport given out 
by Bishop Dawrcnco at Commence- 
ment last .Tune alio wed that the Divi- 
sion of Chemistry rjtiota Imd only 
reached *2,978,775. 

With the exception yf two small re- 
search laboratorieo Boylaton Hall has 
been tho only Chemistry building 
which the University has been abn- 
to use since 1SH9 when It wan built. 
The equipment has always been very 
poor, nnd now the building has been 
pronounced unsafe.

The gift, given by Mrs. B. C. Con- 
verse, her daughters Mrs. Bonjntnln 
Strong and Madam Antoinette Con- 
verse, and her son E. C. Converse, 
■brings the Chemistry total to $2.5G3. 
77B, which is within M46.225 of the 
necessary amount. 

The $475^000 ha.K been gt/ven by 
the family of tho lato B. C. Converse 
to bo usod for the erection of a chem- 
ical roBonrch laboratory at tho Unl- 
veralty ns n memorial to Mr. Convorse 
and to benr his name.

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CONTEMPORARY VIEWS ON INITIATION. 

There îa a growing tendency on the part of American Univer- 
sities to change their forms of hazing of freshmen from the rather 
questionable and rough tactics hitherto practised, to much more 
rational forms of initiation. It seems to be a point of common 
agreement among all Universities that some form of initiation is 
necessary, but now the majority are beginning to realize that fresh- 
man initiation should take the form of a welcome rather than the 
carrying out of practices which tend to estrange the freshman from 
his Alma Mater — and which free the first year man to look upon 
the sophomore as one to be feared and avoided. . 

Oberlin University has adopted debating — freshmen versus 
sophomores — as their particular form of initiation. This very 
excellent scheme not only introduces first year men into the society 
of their seniors, but also tests out their ability as speakers, giving 
the college an idea of what they may expect from their freshmen 
in this line . The unseemly and unsightly actions that have hither- 
to been connected with the annual entrance of new men have 
given place, in this instance, to a much more dignified and useful 
; — ^-«eeapation .- -In -other United States Universities, the same princi- 
ple is being applied, by the substitution of regularly conducted ath- 
letic contests for the excesses, previously perpetrated. 

This movement on hte part of the American Colleges is clear- 
ly indicative of a marked upward trend in the mentality of the stu- 
dents. A certain amount of noise, and a considerable amount 
of play, will always form an integral part of college life. It must, 
or an essential element in the make up of the college man would be 
lacking . But it is very difficult to make out a case for the old form 
of hazing, using this argument as a basis, for the old style of ini- 
tiation was neither sportsmanlike nor was it productive of any but 
the most undesirable results.

Dartmouth rugby game, reflects an ideal spirit on the part of stu- 
dents of a sister university.

doubts as to the advisability of playing rugby on American terri- 
tory. The students of Dartmouth may be assured that their 
friendly and unprejudiced opinion on this subject has been appre- 
ciated I and goes a long way towards strengthening an already firm 
friedahip between the two universities.
